is the process of train- 
ing, developing, changing from 
one state to another in such a way 
as to make stronger the mind, bet- 
ter the heart and more powerful 
the physical powers. 

It has been defined by eminent 
authors as "the systematic devel- 
opment and cultivation of the 
mind and other natural powers." 

The most common definition 
and the one most generally under- 
stood is that education is the pro- 
cess of acquiring knowledge ; that 
the party who takes a course of 
study is educating himself. Pass- 
ing the definition, we wish to brief- 
ly speak of the importance of an 
education, as is generally under- 
stood, to be knowledge acquired 
through a course of study. To 
those who are highly educated and 
to those who have acquired a busi- 
ness education the importance and 
worth of a thorough or collegiate 
course is apparent, but to the man 
who has contented himself to go 
through life without any special 
training in educational lines it is 
doubtless different.

The few exceptions 
are not sufficient to jrtstify any one 
in defending a cramped or exceed- 
ingly limited education for, in ev- 
ery generation, some so strongly 
endowed by nature may override 
every obstacle and go to the front 
in nearly every line of business or 
nearly every profession without 
any special school training, 
while this is true each and every 
one has sorely regretted that hi 
powers were so hedged from the 
laok of an education that it took 
almost superhuman power to lead 
to the results to be accomplished 
To-day the worth of an eduoation 
is more manifest than at any oth- 
er period of our history. Posi- 
tions are seoured and held only by 
competent and aggressive people.

XEflRO RIGHTS COMPAIKED. 

The right to lire ii greater than 
the right to vote. At leant it ia 
everywhere except in Pennsylva- 
nia and Illinois. And we i 
the exceptions from the press dis- 
patches we printed yesterday from 
those States. 

In Pennsylvania a coal compa- 
ny employed a corps of negro min- 
ers from the South to operate a 
mine that had been abandoned by 
striking white miners. It does 
not matter why the white miner 8 
struck and refused to go back into 
the mines. That if a matter be- 
tween themselves and the opera- 
tors. The essential fact is that a 
large number of colored miners 
who were hired to dig coal have 
been menaced and pursued by 
mobs until the military forces of 
the State have had to be called 
out to maintain the peace and pro- 
tect the negro workmen with Gat- 
ling guns and bayonets. As a re- 
sult they are to be discharged and 
sent away from the district and 
so deprived of the natural and 
American right to undertake the 
work ready to their bands and en- 
joy the fruits of their honest la- 
bor. 

And this happens in the great 
Republican State of Pennsylvania, 
where the negro is so strenuously 
beloved and where the air reeks 
with denunciations of the South- 
ern people for refusing to extend 
to the ignorant among them the 
privileges of the ballot. In the 
eyes of the Pennsylvania Republi- 
can every negro should cast hiB 
ballot freely, provided he cast it 
for the Republican party. Thous- 
ands of negro voters in Philadel- 
phia constitute the solid Black 
Watoh of the boodle Republican 
machine that curses that city, 
But when it comes to his right to 
wbrk, the Republican brethren are 
not so prognathous and philan- 
thropic. When he takes the job 
offered him in the coal mines he 
is threatened with murder and has 
to be guarded by the militia. He 
He finds to his sorrow that Re-

In Illinois the negroes about 
Eldorado had their industrial 
school broken up, were mobbed 
nightly, and yet are; hundreds 
have lied the place to save their 
lives and have had to sacrifice 
their hard-earned homes and 
farms.

Surely the negro will one of 
these days get his eyes open to the 
duplicity of the party that has so 
long ridden him for its prufit. 
These recurring incident* oi the 
unwelcomei;. ss of the negru in MM 
north and of the determination 
that he shall not become a factor 
of its industrial system must even- 
tually warn the leaders of the race 
that northern republicanism is a 
snare and a delusion to their hopes 
of finding better things north of 
Mason and Dixon's line than south 
of it. 

Here in the south no instance 
occurs of the necessity for the call- 
ing out of State troops to protect 
negroes who want to do honest 
work and earn a decent living 
On the contrary, opportunities to 
work are abundantly held out to 
the negroes every day and there 
is not one of tbem in the south as 
we write who can not have work, 
wages and ample security for his 
industrial rights. 

These strong contrasts between 
the treatment of the nogr© in the 
two sections must bear wholesome 
fruits later on. The negro is 
growiug wise to the fact that we 
first stated— that he is safer, hap- 
pier and more a man where his 
right to work and live is guaran- 
teed than where he > used solely 
as a tool by Republican politi- 
cians—Atlanta Constitution.
